Democrats’ Opportunity at Hand. 

Not within the past sixteen years 
has a more propitious opportunity pre-| 
sented itself for the restoration of the j 
Democratic party to power, in State I 
and Nation, than that which presents 
itself at. thf* present time, is the opin- 
ion of the leading politicians of the 
country.

A Temporary Interest. 

Just after the ejection of 1904 a man 
who was prominent among the advo- 
cates of Mr. Parker’s nomination' at 
St. Louis remarked that a great many 
people who were advocating Mr. Par- 
ker's nomination, showed very little 
interest in the campaign after the nom- 
ination. It is true. There are certain 
financial interests which are always 
active before the convention they want 
to dominate both parties and nominate 
both candidates. After the convention 
adjourns, they pick out their candidate 
and proceed to help elect him, ignoring 
.entirely the other candidate, even if 
they helped to force him upon the con- 
vention. That is just the situation at 
this time. Tnere are certain monopo- 
listic ^influences that are demanding 
that the democrats nominate a man 
friendly to predatory wealth. These 
men have their representatives in the 
various states and they are working 
under hand. When they taik to a man 
they say : “Of course, wo can not pre- 
vent instructions, but we can get the 
right kind of men on the delegation, 
and then watch our opportunity.”

Forcing Legislation. 

John Sharp Williams, the Demo- 
cartic leader, was too much for Payne 
and Cannon who, he said, resembled 
“ Falstaff” and “Old Man Afraid of 
his Horses.” Mr. Williams declared 
the Democrats had been held up as fili- 
busters, but he denied that was true. 
He described the “filibuster” as the 
man engaged in preventing legislation. 
“We,” he said, amid Democratic 
applause, “are engaged in the busi- 
ness of trying to force legislation.” 



As Well Abolish State Courts. 

The time honored doctrine of States’ 
Rights received a right severe jolt in 
the Supreme Court at Washington last 
week when that august body declared 
unconstitutional the railroad rate laws 
passed by the States of North Caro- 
lina and Minnesota. The only member 
of the Court that dissented was Justice 
Harlan, the Kentuckian. 

Several weeks ago there were two 
suits filed in the Clark Circuit Court 
against the Chesapeake & Ohio Rail- 
road Company and certain of its em- 
ployes living at Lexington, who were 
charged with the duty of inspecting 
ana keeping in repair boilers of its 
engines. These suits were brought by 
the representatives of an engineer and 
fireman who were killed by the explo- 
sion of a boiler at Colby in Clark 
country, something more than a year 
ago. When the attorneys began tak- 
ing proof preparatory to the trail of 
these cases they were served with an 
injunction issuedjby the United States 
Court prohibiting them from taking 
any further steps in the cases in the 
State Court. 

The outcome of this procedure is be- 
ing watched with interest by the legal 
fraternity. * 

If the Federal Court can control 
cases in the State Courts, the latter 
had as well be abolished.

Franklin Will Not Be Present. 

Commonwealth’s attorney Robert 
B. Franklin, who wai expected to head 
tie protestants betore Governor Will- 
smson when the executive will here 
arg aments by friends of Caleb Powers 
and Jim Howard urging their pardtn 
Friday night wrote a letter to Attor- 
ney Sam M. Wilson, of Lexington, of 
counsel for Powers, notifying him that 
he will not te present at the hearing, f 

The letter is as follows: 

“lam reminded that ta morrow is 
the day upon which you and your asso- 
ciates, in behalf of Caleb Powers and 
James B. Howard, will present to 
Governor Willson petitions for the 
pardon of Powers and Howard, Since 
hearing from you and since you last 
heard from me, I have taken up this 
matter with my associates, and as 
Governor Willson has never directly re- 
quested the presence of the Common- 
wealth’s represen tatives]we shall not 
appear before him in connection with 
the subject matter. You and I know 
there are few Kentucky men, now 
petitioning for the pardon of Powers 
and Howard, who were not for the ac- 
quittal of Youtsey. whether guilty or 
innocent, and for his pardon after con- 
viction by the jury until he testified 
against his conspirators. 

“The most prominent of those now 
asking pardon for Powers and Howard, 
in so far as I am informed, were the 
loudest in denunciation of the prosecu- 
tion of Youtsev. and in declaring him 
to he an innocent Sunday school 
scholar from Cold Springs in Cambte 1 
County. 

“If Governor Willson’s purpose is to 
determine the guilt or innocence of 
Caleb Pow res or JJames F."Howa:d of 
participation in the assassination of 
William Goebel, of which they have so 
often been found guilty by the juries, 
he should most thoroughly understand 
all the evidence given to all the juries 
In all the Goebel assassination trials. 
“Should he desire to study the matter 
I shall be giad to present to Governor 
Willson all the evidence ever taken in 
these cases for consideration upon his 
request. Being himself a lawyer, the 
Governor knows that much of the evi- 
deice against James B. Howard is 
aosolutely incompetent as againsr 
Caleb Powers and therefore could not 
have been introduced upon the last trial 
of Howard. Governor Willson, look- 
ing at this matter as a lawyer, will 
bear in mind that Caleb Powers is in- 
dicted as accessory before the fact and 
therefore what Powers’ associates in 
this crime had to say after the actual 
assassination was not competent evi- 
dence against Caleb Powers.

Kentuckian Hung in Virginia. 

Leo C. Thurman, of West Point, Ky., 
was hanged at Norfolk, Va.. Friday, 
for the murder on February 1, 1906, of 
Walter P. Dolson, of Michigan, his 
roommate, whose body he packed in a 
trunk and then fled, being captured 
eighteen months later at Van Couver, 
B. C. 

The execution was one of the quick- 
est and most successful that ever took 
piace in Viiginia. Without hand 
cuffs and unassisted, ihurman, after 
drinking a cup of coffee and smoking a 
cigarette walked from his cell to the 
gallows in the jail yard. 

He asked for time to kneel in siient 
prayer, and then stepped upon the trap, 
which was sprung at once. He made 
no statement further than a declara- 
tion that the murder of Dolson was in 
self defense after great provocation. 
A; letter from Thurman’s aged 
mother in Kentucky was delivered to 
him by special messenger shortly be- 
fore the execution, which he answered.

! the permanency of republican instltu- 
! tions. .Advancing our civilization so 
i that we will not, by recognizing the 
: false claims of selfish interests, and 
I forgetting the American maxim that 
I our object should be to attain the 
i greatest good for the greatest number, 
. incur the penalty which other people 
i have paid, rather let us hold ever in 
mind that those who framed our gov- 
j ernment believed In the equality of 
the people and that the chief aim of 
government is to maintain that 
equality. 

Under our system of government 
the nation has reached a material de- 
velopment hitherto unknown. The 
1 people have prospered beyond the 
! dreams of those who lived a century 
ago. But with the development of the 
, country and changes in economic con- 
; ditions, and particularly with the 
growth of great private corporations, 
' performing many of the functions of 
government, has come the necessity 
for the exercise of strict governmental 
i control, and a rigid enforcement of all 
the laws enacted to restrain the rich 
and powerful from encroaching upon 
j the natural and legal rights of the 
! poor and weak. 

The constitution of the ancient re- 
public of Rome, which for 500 years 
had recognized the voice of the people 
as supreme, was expanded by execu- 
tive interpretation and contracted by 
executive administration, until Rome 
I had so completely outgrown its demo- 
cratic conditions as to become only 
a tragedy and a tradition. Let us im- 
plore the aid of Him on high to pre- 
serve us from the errors which ruined 
Rome, by the avoidance of which 
America may travel on to that destiny 
and realize that fulfillment which will 
be the inspiration of right-thinking 
men of all ages yet to come. 

Our government is divided into 
three separate and distinct co-ordi- 
1 nate branches: the legislative, the 

executive and the judicial. Danger 
will surely come to this republic when 
ar.y of these departments of govern- 
ment attempt in the slightest degree 
to usur]v the functions of the other. 
And while now and then it may be 
that a court of the land, in construing 
the constitution, may nullify a section 
of it, I have the faith to feel that the peo- 
ple of the country will rise above the 
fallibility of judicial tribunals and 
assert and preserve their own rights. 
Our duty it not to criticise the execu- 
tive, the legislature or the judiciary. 

Very recently thero has come from 
the highest judicial tribunal in the 
land a decision of vital interest arj 
concern to the American people, be- 
cause it has established a principle, 
as stated by one member of the court, 
which “would work a radical change 
in our governmental system and would 
inaugurate a new era in the Ameri- 
can judicial system and in the rela- 
tions of the national and state gov- 
ernments It would enable the subor- 
dinate federal court3 to supervise and 
control the official action of the states 
as though they were dependencies or 
provinces. It would place the states 
of the union In a condition of infer- 
iority never dreamed of when the con- 
stitution was adopted or when the 
eleventh amendment was made a part 
of the supreme law of the land.” If 
this is the result of this decision, it 
is, to my mind, one of the unhappy 
Incidents in the history of our repub- 
lic, because the very theory of our 
government is based upon the right of 
the states to control absolutely their 
i own domestic affairs. 

If, then, our whole system of gov- 
| ernment is changed, have we not only 
; retarded the progress of the republic, 
but have we not gone back a century 
toward a centralized form of gov- 
ernment which is not to the advan- 
tage of the people? What this gov- 
ernment needs is not more power. 
What it needs to-day is to so dis- 
tribute the privileges under the gov- 
ernment that all citizens will have 
equal opportunity. America has been 
called the land of opportunity. But 
American opportunity should not 
mean a granting of special privileges 
to any class, but should afford all alike 
the means for culture, education, pros- 
perity and contentment. 

For nearly a century and a half 
America has presented to the world 
the spectacle of a happy, prosperous 
and intelligent people, maintaining a 
pure democracy founded upon their 
supreme will. The hallmark of a de- 
mocracy is that the powers of gov- 
ernment are close to the people. 
Throughout the world, wherever de- 
mocracy is advancing, its progress is 
marked by a greater measure of self- 
government to each community. Will 
the American people turn to the set- 
ting rather than the rising sun? Shall 
we now, because some laws are found 
irksome by a class and interfere with 
their selfish aims, commence to de- 
prive our sovereign states of that 
measure of home rule which until now 
they have seen fit to reserve to them- 
selves? I cannot believe it. Upon 
the contrary I believe that the limita- 
tions upon state and federal govern- 
ments, the nice balancing of the pow- 
ers of each, and of the different de- 
partments in each, which have been 
so efficacious in the past, will be 

maintained In their full vigor in the 
future. - • 

Therefore, discharging all of our 

responsibilities as citizens of a coun- 
try, refusing to surrender our rights 
of citizenship in any degree, let us so 
live that the heroism exemplified on 
this and other American battlefields 
may not be simply a tradition, and 
the national wisdom of our forefa- 

thers a mere legend, but that through 
us and those to come America will 
reach her full destiny in the perma- 
nent establishment of a perfect union, 
which shall be not for to-day nor for 
to-morrow, but forever, and be so es- 
tablished that it will be for all of 
the people, and that their government 
sfcoll not perish.

Their sacrifice, t 
however, was not different from that 
which has been made throughout ail 
of the ages by those lovers of liberty 
who believe in a government which 
might give to all the people the right 
to life, liberty and property.
